persons gathered in the street, with 
a special police detail on hand to 
keep order. A hearse bearing the lit- 
tle casket preceded the colonel's car. 


The grounds were cleared and the 


casket was taken from the hearse into 
the building, followed by Colonel 
Lindbergh, Colonel Schwarzkopf and 
Colonel Brcckenridgo. 


The three silently witnessed the cre- 


mation. They saw the body lowered 
into the retorts by three engineers 
and assistants. 


Without visible emotion, they peer- 


ed for a moment through the trans- 
parents opening provided for special 
witnesses. 


Then the bereaved father turned to 


the superintendent of the crematory, 
shook his hand, and said: 


"I thank you." 
•It was understood the ashes of the 


body would be left there overnight. 
A Trenton undertaking establishment 
was instructed to call for them Sat- 
urday. Where they will bo taken was 
not revealed. 


Thus was written the last chapter 


in the tragic story of baby Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh, Jr., whose life 
was snuffed out before -ho was 21 
months old. 


But officialdom— backed by outrag- 


ed public opinion and spurred by 
President Hoover himself into making 
this the most intensive man hunt the 
world over lias known— displayed a 
desire to write a sequel to the story. 


The call from the White House for 


a search "never to be relaxed until 
those criminals are implacably brought 
to justice." was their campaign cry. 


As the search spread far and wide, 


some evidence of a diabolical hoax on 
the part of the killer-kidnapers was 
seen in a statement by Dr. Condon. 


He told officials he was convinced 


the sleeping suit turned over to him 
was the same one the famous flier's 
son wore the night he was snatched 
from the crib. 


He received the garment .nearly a 


month after the abduction.

KilledBy Officer 


Barry Tillery, Cemetery 


Caretaker, Shot Down 


at Hot Springs 


HOT SPRINGS—Barry Tillery, aged 
5, 'was shot and instantly killed at 
his1 home in the rear of Friendship 
negro) cemetery by Captain of Police 
Arch Cooper about 8:15 Friday night. 
Tillery was shot after he had leveled 
n shotgun 
on the officer. When Til- 


ery refused to lower the gun Cap- 
ain Cooper said he opened fire. 
Tillery's wife and two daughters, 


Mrs. Martha E. Holmes and Mrs. Jack 
'emberton, said the man had threat- 
ened his wife and threatened to ex- 
erminate the family. 
Mrs. Beckie Tillery, the. widow, said 
hat her husband had been drinking 
since last Friday. He started quarrel- 
ing with her, she tbld newspapermen,' 
at dinner and became so'abusive that 
she was compelled to leave and go to 
the home of her daughter. Mrs. Jack 
Pemberton, 302 Washington avenue. 
Tillery followed her there, carrying 
his shotgun. Mrs. Holmes heard of the 
trouble and went to the home of Mrs. 
Pemberton. 


"My father and the others were on 


the porch and he had the gun trained 
on them," Mrs. Holmes said. "I beg. 
ged him to put the gun away and go 
home. He pointed the gun at me anc 
said he intended to get rid of all ol 
ur, and would start on me. He said 
he was tired of living and would kill 
all of us and then kill the officers, 
I pur.suaded him to allow me to leave, 
telling him I was going to the home 
of a friend. Instead I caled the po- 
lice." 


Mrs. Pemberton said that when Til- 


lery heard the police car coming he 
ran into the woods in the direction 
of his home. Previous to the arrival of 
the officers, his wife said that Tillery 
had kicked her on the legs and beat 
her, 


•He always beat me when he was 


drinking, and I hear4 'bint'»% &8 
would kill all of us and then get any 
officer who came for him," she said. 


The call of Mrs. Holmes,was an- 


swered by Captain Cooper and De- 
tective Cecil Brock. There are two 
entrances to the Tillery home, one 
facing south and 
the 
other west. 


When the officers arrived a short dis- 
tance from the Tillery home, they 
were met by Tillery's son,in-law, J»-ck 
Hoiroes, who warned the officers not 
to go through the woods leading to 
the house because Tillery was in the 
woods and had threatened 
to kill 


them. Detective Brock was sent back 
to police headquarters to summon re- 
inforcements and Captain Cooper went 
to Tillery's home, entering by the 
door on the south. In a few minutes 
Tillery arrived- Tbe 9/licef said he 
ordered Tilery to p»jt down bis gun. 
Instead he #M4 TiHwy wised tbe 
gun and tppfc aim. Coe|»r fired. The 
bullet struck TiUery under the right
